attached sample file is that the service is not worth subscribing 
to, but not solely for the reason of cost effectiveness that rtay 
cites. Basically, my feeling is that, given our escalating 
collection and reporting requirements and our shrinking resources, 
we cannot give much priority to reporting on Canada, While we 
are struggling to maintain acceptable levels of reporting on such 
primary targets as the USSR and the PRC, even cutting back where 
possible, it seems ludicrous to bo contemplating an increase in 
the file on Canada,
